The Number of Perfons thar periih’d, is 
reckon’d to amount to 15000; by which the Apa- 
ftolical Chamber will lofe 30000 Crowns a Year. 
On Thurfday Night laft the Earth heav’d again. The 

Sun has hardly fhewn ir felf thefe two Months 
The Earth has been fele to move lately in Venice, 
Milan, and other Places: And from-Genoa of the 
25th of January they write, That fuch a Storm of 
Rain and Thunder has fallen in thofe*Parts, as has 

fpoil’d and ruin’d great part of their Country.
